ed city, How the earth rejoices! How the 
Pens leaves glisten! How the corn sings! 

How the valleys smile! How the hill-tops 
shout! How all nature laughs in its glad- 
ness! 

So does the spirit of grace and of sypplica- 
tion draw up prayer from the hearts ‘af God's 
children—from liearts wet with tlie tears ot 
penitence, and washed in the blood of Pro- 
pitintion.

There, cast into the 
alembic of Christ's Intercession,—ita defile- 
ment taken away, ite faith and sincerity ac- 
cepted,—it is distilled into blessed rain—rain 
freighted with every mercy man can need 
now and forever—rain descending not merely 
on the offerers of prayer but on the undevout 
and godless; bringing grace to the sinner,

There's something in it as warms one's blood 
and as to the danger—well of course, ‘ite 
dangerous ; but when we feel that we're 
doing our duty, and know what's before us, 
why somehow we don't remember the 
danger, but go at it in earnest. 

Now, there was only last week, sitting 
as I was waiting for a call—there it was at 
lust, late on in thenight, when the streets 
were clear; und away we tore at some. 
thing like a puce, Oxford street, Holborn, 
down the Hit up Skinner street, and New- 
gate street-—whoop | and away full gallop, 
with che horses enjoying it, bless you, and 
lnshing out til! it’s hard to say whether they 
didn't make more sparks then the fire under 
the boiler. We wanted no more instruct. 
ions, for there waa the red glow on ahead ¢ 
and as we got nearer we could wlimoat see 
the sparks; and at last we did see them 
come pouring and rolling slong with the 
smoke, and being a heavy, hot night, hang- 
ing like a thick starspangled cloud just 
oyer our heads, 

Two engines were there, and as it hap- 
pened so late there were not 80 many peo-

One house wasin 
a blaze from top to‘bottom, and the flames 
had worked through into the next, und 
were attacking the one opposite, while, 
with their escape regularly cut off, there 
were about a half adozen people at the 
upper windows of the same Rouse! and no 
way of getting to them, There was no 
back door to the place, being in one of 
those crowded city places ; while the door 
in front and stair case were now fast get- 
ting into ‘a state of glow, off which the 
water sputtered and steamed without mak- 
ing any impression, 

There was no time for laders or any- 
thing else but the sheets, and them we got 
stretohed out'for the people to jamp into, 
but, poor things! they dared not, and what 
to do I could not tell.

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the -Hon- 
orable the Execitive Council, approved by 
His Excellency the Governor General in 
Council, on the Jat August, 1866, 


On & report dated 21stinstant, from hon- 
orable the Minister of Militia, submittin; 

memorandum from the Adjutant Gener: 
of Militia, on the subject of the compensa- 
tion by gratuity, and pensions to be allow- 
ed to the militiamen wounded or disabled 
in encounterining any hostile invasions of 
Canada; and to the widows and children 
of those who have been killed in battle or 
Jost their lives from actual service in the 
field, which mersorandum is agcompanied 
hy the scale allowed to Her Majesty's regu- 
lar forces, ’ 

The Minister of Militia recommends that 
this scale, so far as it applies to commis- 
sioned officers, their widows and children, 
be adopted, leaving it open to your Excel- 
lency to consider the expediency of increns- 
ing such allowances under special circum- 
stances, 

That he considers that the scale of com- 
pensation, by gratuity or pension, as the 
case may be, for non-commissinned officers 
and privates in the regular service, is alto- 
gether too small. 

‘That the volunteers and militia ure taken 
frog: wclass generally superior to that which 
formy the great mass of the British army, 
and are, in fact, from all ranks in life, and, 
as a body, receive higher wages or compen- 
sation for their services, in civil life, than 
the British soldier would do under similar 
circumstances; he therefore recommends 
that fifty per cent be added to the scale 
suggested by the Adjutant-General for the 
non-commissioned officers and privates, 
their widows and children, reserving the 
right to your Excellency to consider special 
cases, 


That in the case of Ensign McEuchren, 
who fell at Ridgeway, he recommends that 
in addition to the pensions to his widow 
and children, according to the proposed, 
scale, a gratuity of four hundred dollars be 
given the former, 

He submitted that the gallantry display- 
ed by this officer, hiv early death, and the 
fact that he has a widow and five children 
of ages varying from three to twelve yeara, 
utterly unprovided fur, scem to him, the 
Minister of Militia, a4 a sufficient justitica- 
tion for recommending tho gratuity above 
mentioned. 

The Committee submit the above seyer- 
al recommendations for Your Excellency’s 
Srey It being understood however, 
that all parties have the option of claiming 
pensions under Statute 22 Victoria, Chap 
ter 6, Consolidated Statutes of Upper Canu- 
dy, instead of under this order.

The new law also declares what shall be 
deemed sufficient to unseat a member, after 
he has been elected ; as follows: 


“To case a member of Council be convicted of 
felony or infamous crime,or be declared a bank: 
rupt, or be charged In execution for debt, and

Counell shall thereby become vacant.’ 


The sections relating to the holding of

firet went through St. Paul Street, where, 
with the streets that intersect it, the whole- 


sule trade of Montreal is chiefly done,thence 
to Bonsecours Market, a magnificent build- 
ing erected at 4 cost of $800,000, The upper 
part of the building is occupied by the 
various offices of the City. In the tast 
wing of the building iv a large hall or con- 
cert room, eapable of holding 4,000 per- 
sons. Here we see the telegraphic fire 
alarm, the working of which is kindly ex- 
plained to us by the operator, From Bon- 
secours Market to Jacques Cartier Square, 
where is ereoted a monument of Nelson, 
but looking somewhat dilapidated. Our 
next point is the Royal Insurance Build- 
ings, one of the finest and most costly 
structures in Montreal; then to the Grey 
Nunnery, through which we were conduct- 
ed by polite attendants. Only to one room 
or suite of rooms in this mysterious build- 
ing we were not admitted; nor could we 
obtain from our guide the least information 
as to what the room contained, Of what 
I saw here, at St. Patrick's Cathedral and 
at the Jesuit’s Church, I may haye some- 
thing to say hereafter. Each is a study in 
itself. Among other places of interest 
we visited were the city Water Works, 
which cost over $1,000,000, the reservoirs 
of which are 200 feet above the level of the 
river, and contain twenty mullions of gal- 
lons; the Victoria Bridge, one of the 
world’s great wonders; and the French 
Parish Church, which forms one of the 
most prominent attractions to strangers,— 
From the towers of this Church, which are 
800 feet in height, is to be seen one of the 
prettiest panoramic pictures to be found in 
this country. Beneath and around you is 
the busy city withiits hive of workers; to 
the north lies the Mountain, the pride of 
Montreal, to the south the noble river, 
where can be counted lying at the wharves 
or anchored in the stream, at least a hun- 
dred sail, to the east and west a magnifi- 
cent plain, stretching miles and miles, 
studded with cultivated farms aud hand- 
some villas, and far away in the distance 
tower the Green Mountains of Vermont, 
the whole presenting as magnificent » yiew 
as can be seen on this Continent.

| Sorminc.—Wheat and rye are sown this 
month for early soiling crops. Next'spring 
as soon’ as the rye is fit to be mown, its 
feeding daily will produce a great differ- 
ence in the yield of milk, THis is the’ ear- 
liest'ctop.. ‘Wheat follows doon, then very 
late sowed rye, then spring sowed oats, corn 
etc. The rye and wheat will ‘be off the 
ground in time for summer crops, and as 
they do not seed, do not exhaust the soil 
' pereaB HY, Itshould be in good heart 
and tilth, however, 

Wueat.--Sow wheat early... The soil 
should be well worked-not ploughed below 
its natural depth. If sowed upon clover 
turned under, work in a liberal dressing of 
fine compost with a harrow or cultivator. 
Guano, well mixed with fine muck ot peat, 
brings forward rapidly that sown a little 
late, and causes it to tiller well this fall.— 
By all means drill in the seed, if the ground 
be of eyen quality and consistency, If it 
is hard and clayey, and sandy or light in 
spots, sow by hand. 

Wrnps.—Burn every weed that has gone 
to seed. If fed to hogs, you will find the 
manure with the seeds, 

Sraoxe of either hay or grain should be 
watched, and if they settle unevenly or the 
tops become disarranged by the gales, brace 
them and retop them. 

Vermin.—The granaries should be carly 
freed from yermin, which will generally 
collect as soon as grain is stored,  Tusects 
must be removed before the grain is put in, 
when the bins, ete, should be most thor. 
oughly cleansed and whitewashed inside 
and out, Rata are easily disposed of by 
using phpspuors paste. This has also 
some effect on mice,but not so much as rata, 
because, though it is poison and killa them, 
the mico do not go in communitics as rate 
do, and cannot be stampeded, This paste 
in very fatal to fowl,

On the Study of Phonography, 


A person of ordinary capacity and manu- 
al dexterity may, in the course of three 
months, by practicing an hour daily, attain 
4 speed of sixty wordsa minute. To write 
at the rate necessary to report an address, 
deliberately uttered, will of course require 
a longer period of time and unremitting 
attention. The “coveted art” is far too 
valuable to be very easily gained. The 
average rate of speaking 1s 120 words per 
minute, Some very deliberate speakers do 
not go beyond 80 or 99 words per minute 
in theirslow and measured modes of ad- 
dress, while others articulate 180 or miore. 
As to the length of time required to attain 
this speed, much, very much willof course 
depend on the natural talent of the writer 
snd the amount of time he is willing to 
bestow daily on the task. With the ordi- 
nary systema of shorthand « writer 


is 
tcarcely considered proficient till: he has 
had from five to ten years practice. With 


the Phonetic system, however, much Jess 
time is required to accomplish this, 

‘There may be, however, a practice that 
will hinder the Phonographer instead of 
forwarding him; we allude to u careless 
formation of the letters, which will render 
his manuseript illegible. The young re- 
porter Wioaldinever let his desire to write 
neiftly exceed hia determination to write 
corretly, The same role holds in shorthand 
49 in longhand : he that first learns to write 
well, will, in the course of time, write both 
well'and quickly: whereas, he that at the 
commencement aims at upiftness, regardless 
of truth of form, will never write well; 
snd though he may write quickly he will 
never read what he has written with any 
‘legree of rapidity and certainty ; yet if 
he cannot do this, ha might almost as well

PONDENT,—This was a case arising under 
the late Medical Act for Upper Canada, 
and the important questions involved ren 
dered it of more importance than ordinary 
uppeal cases, Pomeroy was convicted by 
three Magistrates for wilfully and falsely 
pretending to be a physician and general 
practitioner, contrary to the Medical Act of 
1865, Against the conviction Pomeroy 
appealed, The defence before the Magia: 
trates and the Court of Appeal was a dis- 
claimer of all pretence to be qualified, 
it being contended, on behalf of Pomeroy, 
that the Medical Act does not reach the 
case of persons who, without any qualiflea- 
tion whatever, practice as physicians. The 
case involved a good deal of discussion on 
points of law, and after arguments of Coun:

As the Ladies’ Bible Association has now been 
In existence for two years, and its purposes and 
objects are by this time well-known, it will not 
be necessary to occupy time in explaining them,

Blue.—Boll the cloth in * brass kettle fur one 
hour, ina solution containing two and a half 
ounces of ALum and one onnce and a half of 
Cream or Tanran for every pound of cloth. It 
tnust then be thrown in warm water, previously 
piixed with one ounce or more of Indigo Com- 
pound, according to the shade the cloth isin- 
tended to receive, inthis water it must be boiled 
until ft has recelved the desired color. 
Brown.—For each pound of wool take a quar. 
ter ofa pound of Alum and two ounces of Cream 
of Tartar and boll for half an hour, 


Fustic, and two ounces of Logwood, Soak these 
a night in sufficient water to cover. the wool; 
take the wool out of the Alum water and boil 
with the woods for about halfan hour. [fadark 


copperas. 
Yellow.—One pound of wool or cloth, three 


Alum ; putall into an earthern vessel and pour 
onsufiicient hot water to coverthe wool and 
keep it warm all mght; give it half an hour's boil 
ina brass kettle and then rinse Im cold water, 
A much deeper and richer yellow may-be made 
by using Turmeric Powder instead: of Fustic, 
and proceeding In the same manner, 
To Dye a Salmon Color--Take one’ pound of 
wool, a qnarter of a pound of Annatto, and» 
quarter of a pound of Soap. ‘Take ‘water’ saf- 
ficient to cover the wool, in whieh dissolve thie 
Annatto and Soap; rinse thé wool in! warm wa- 
ter, put itinto the Annatto inixtire) and Doll 
about halfan hour, The shade may be made 
lighter or deeperaccording to the qnantity ofAn- 
natto used, 

Tilac.—Is made by boiling the wool for a 
short time in Cudbear. .

We believe where a due amount of atte 
tion is paid to the getting in of the seed, 
fall sowing will result more satisfactorily 
than spring sowin everally speaking, 
farmers grudge tl ne trouble and labor 
for grass seed that they bestow carefally 
on all other crops. But being smaller and 
more delicate, the seeds of the grasses 
ought to receive greater care than those of 
larger und sturdier crops, The garder 
sows his finer seeds with special care, mel- 
lowing the land ag much as possible, and 
cven dusting the tiny seeds with soil passed 
throngh a sieve, 80 as to give them the 
hest possible chance of germination. So 
should the farmer bestow extra attention
